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AMSTERDAM, Aug. 21.—On the 
eve of the m®eting of the reichstag 
main committee there was every in- 
dication that Dr. George Michaelis, 
the German chancellor, would speak 
in support of the peace proposals of 
Pope Benedict XV, according to dis- 
patches from Berlin today. 

Information had already been 
conveyed to the German govern- 
Ment that the reichstag majority, 
which was responsible for the 
passage of a peace resolution on 
July 19, favors the terms laid 
down by the pope in his note to 
the warring countries. There was 
a meeting of representatives of the 
majority block in the reichstag on 
Monday afternoon, which was mark- 
ed by tense debate on the peace 
situation. 

It was stated one telegram 
from Berlin today that while the 
liberals’ were invited to attend Mon- 
day's meeting, they decided to hold 
a separate conference among them- 
selves this morning before th 
meeting of the main committee.

Modern trench warfare in Eu, 
rope has for the time being re 
duced the amount of marching 
required in campaign; vet it re- 
mains just as important an éle- 
ment in the soldier’s training as 
it ever was. 

In order to march for long dis- 
tances the soldier’s feet must be 
in good eondition.
